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New Election Procedures 
Being Prepared For City

City council is on the verge of adopting a charter amendment 
that will revise procedures for municipal elections. At the Feb¬ 
ruary 10 work session, there was general agreement among coun¬ 
cil members as to the scope and nature of the changes, a major 
feature of which would be the establishment of a 5-person Board 
of Elections. A public hearing will be held in the near future on 
the proposed changes. Council is hopeful that the new proced¬ 
ures will be adopted in time for this year’s September election of 
council. 


TWIN PINES 

Unanimous Vote on Bylaw 
Changes Unprecedented

In an action unprecedented 
here in Greenbelt, and possibly 
for all co-operatives, members of 
Twin Pines unanimously approved 
a new set of by-laws at a special 
membership meeting on Tues., Jan. 
28. Approximately thirty members, 
supplemented by proxies, cast a 
vote of 153 to 0 to approve the 
proposed new by-laws. This also 
began the voting on the changes 
to the charter for which an affirm¬ 
ative vote of two-thirds of the 
membership, about 1500, is required. 

Katherine Keene took a moment 
to speak of the passing of the 
Supervisory committee, pointing 
out that many of the functions of 
that committee would be passed 
on to a new Member Relations 
committee. Another member of 
the Supervisory committee, Ed 
Speigelthal, summarized the role 
of the Member Relations Com¬ 
mittee as having "more duties and 
less clout” than its predecessor. 

In response to a question put by 
charter member and original man¬ 
ager James Cassels, Twin Pines 
attorney Alan Housley character¬ 
ized the changes to the charter as 
those required to give the Board 
clear authority to carry out their 
full statutory responsibilities. Two 
examples he cited were the specific 
authority to make payments to 
the Maryland State Savings In¬ 
surance Corporation, and the clar¬ 
ification of Twin Pines as a mu¬ 
tual as opposed to a stock corpor¬ 
ation. 

An immediate result of the adop¬ 
tion of the new bylaws was the 
change of the annual meeting date. 
Under the new bylaws the annual 
meeting will be the fourth Tues¬ 
day of March. Previously it was 
held in February. It is hoped, 
and anticipated that by the next 
annual meeting the necessary 
votes will have been garnered for 
passage of the charter changes. 


CHI EXPERIMENTS 
WITH NEW BERNER 

At its special meeting on Janu¬ 
ary 30, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board of directors approved the 
installation of a new burner unit 
as an experiment in one of the 
4 large steam plants in the North 
End involving the Cottell/Tymponic 
Ultrasonic combustion system. 
This system uses oil-water emulsi¬ 
fying injectors, thus boosting fuel 
atomization and increasing fuel 
efficiency. Also approved was the 
installation of monitoring devices 
designed to determine the amount 
of savings in fuel. The manufac¬ 
turer claims a 20% to 25% savings. 

GHI president Jim Smith was 
authorized to sign a formal agree¬ 
ment with NASA to proceed with 
the solar heat project, subject to 
clearance by the corporation coun¬ 
sel. 

At the Greenbelt Development 
Corporation meeting which folio 
ed, the board turned down a re¬ 
quest from a Silver Spring Realty 
Company to negotiate for sale 
132,000 square feet of GDC prop¬ 
erty at Parkway and Crescent 
roads. The realtor did not provide 
any information as to who would 
be the purchaser or what use would 
be made of the property. 

Vice-president Don Volk was 
designated to represent GDC at 
the February 11 county hearing 
on the various rent control bills 
being proposed. GDC was con¬ 
cerned that any rent control bill 
that passes permit the corporation 
to pass through any direct cost 
increases.

Council Argues 
For Tax Relief 

Greenbelt along with other mu¬ 
nicipalities went on record at the 
Jan. 31 county delegation public 
hearing in support of tax differ¬ 
ential legislation to overcome the 
inequity of city residents paying 
taxes for certain county and mu¬ 
nicipal services that are being pro¬ 
vided only by municipalities. 

The hearing, chaired by Dele¬ 
gate Charles B lumen thal and at¬ 
tended by Jerry Devlin and Leo 
Green of the 21st district, was for 
the purpose of discussing several 
tax bills, including county execu¬ 
tive Winfield Kelly's tax propos¬ 
als. 

Greenbelt Mayor Pro Tern Gil 
Weidenfeld delivered the city’s po¬ 
sition, stressing that although 
Greenbelt provides one of the high¬ 
est levels of municipal services, 
and accordingly has one of the 
highest municipal tax rates in the 
county, it receives one of the low¬ 
est tax rebates from the county 
for relieving the county of respon¬ 
sibility for providing these serv¬ 
ices (see text of statement on 
page 5). 

Weidenfeld observed that “Green- 
belt’s residents pay more taxes to 
support the county police depart¬ 
ment, which provides them with 
virtually no services, than they 
pay to support their own full ser¬ 
vice police department.” 

As vice-chairman of the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association, 
(PGMA), Weidenfeld also voiced 
that group’s approval of tax dif¬ 
ferential legislation. He reminded 
the delegation of the survey con¬ 
ducted by PGMA which showed 
that only one of the 24 county del¬ 
egates elected had opposed such 
legislation. 

In addition to the support ex¬ 
pressed by several other munici¬ 
pal mayors, several citizens in the 
audience from unincorporated ar¬ 
eas testified as to the unfairness 
of dual taxation of municipalities. 
No opposition to the tax differen¬ 
tial proposal was expressed.

City Protests County Action 
On Greenhel Job Hiring 

Buffeted by news that Greenbelt 
residents are being declared ineli¬ 
gible for city jobs under the various 
Federal emergency employment 
programs, the city has lodged a 
stiff protest to county officials. 

Two weeks ago county officials 
said that the city could give jobs 
up to 11 unemployed workers. The 
city requested 4 jobs under Title 
II of the expanded Comprehensive 
Employment and Training pro¬ 
gram law and 7 jobs under Title 
VI of the newly-enacted emer¬ 
gency job provisions. 

It now turns out that Title II 
had strings attached to it. Persons 
hired must come from critical un¬ 
employment areas. Greenbelt does 
not fall into this category, though 
Berwyn does. Thus, Greenbelt 
could hire residents from Berwyn, 
but not from Greenbelt. The 
county actually offered the city 10 
jobs under Title II, but the city is 
sticking to its 4. This is because 
under Title II, the city is obligated 
to provide training opportunities 
and must agree to absorb 50 per¬ 
cent of the newly hired into the 
regular service. 

As for Title VI, there are no 
strings attached. All that is re¬ 
quired is that a person be unem¬ 
ployed for 30 days, regardless of 
residence. But so far the county 
has turned a deaf ear to the city’s 
request for 7 jobs under this Title. 

For the present, the city manager 
has advised unemployed Greenbelt 
residents to report to Hampton 
Mall for possible jobs. 

Green briar Sewage 
Plant Operating OK 

According to the State Depart¬ 
ment of Water Resources (SDWR), 
and the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC), the 
Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
has been operating “satisfactorily,” 
and “there have been no violations 
of the limits set by the state per¬ 
mit.” Nine buildings (135 units) 
have been completed and about 80 
families are residing in the 1,193- 
unit Greenbriar condominium a- 
partments located on GreenbeDt 
Road adjacent to the new Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt Senior High 
School. 

The Greenbriar plant, which has 
a capacity to treat 200,000 gallons 
of sewage a day is now processing 
17,000 gallons each day. The efflu¬ 
ent is discharged into the stream 
for several hours on hour days of 
each week. 

An inspection of the facility is 
performed weekly by SDWR. WSSC 
personnel operate the plant at the 
developer’s expense, and a host of 
tests are conducted on site and in 
the WSSC laboratory. Virus tests 
are run monthly.

These proposals are an outcome 
of an earlier report submitted in 
the spring of 1972 by a city elec¬ 
tions advisory committee, but wat¬ 
ered down somewhat. The Board of 
Elections, for example, would not 
have the same powers of super¬ 
vision and rulemaking as origin¬ 
ally contemplated. Instead its du¬ 
ties would be to review periodic¬ 
ally city election procedures and 
recommend to the council changes 
in procedures, hear appeals of reg¬ 
istration decisions by the city 
clerk, appoint and remove election 
judges and clerks, certify elec¬ 
tion results, and conduct recounts. 

The city clerk would retain the 
functions of registering voters, 
preparing and maintaining the 
registration lists, and accepting 
nominating petitions of candidates. 
City council would determine the 
number of voting precincts and 
their boundaries, the number of 
clerks and judges, and make the 
rules and regulations for the ov¬ 
erall conduct of elections and ab¬ 
sentee voting. The election board 
would set the procedures for cast¬ 
ing and counting ballots and des¬ 
ignate the polling places; the city 
clerk would arrange for the polling 
places and equipment. 

The council-appointed election 
board members would serve for 
four years, except that of the first 
appointees, three would serve until 
January 1978 and two until Jan¬ 
uary 1976. Members could be re¬ 
moved for good cause or for fail¬ 
ure to attend meetings. Council 
may provide compensation for the 
hoard. 

Registration 

One major change in the regis¬ 
tration qualifications is the elim¬ 
ination of the six-month residence 
requirement. All that would be re¬ 
quired (besides U. S. citizenship 
and attainment of age 18) is dom¬ 
icile in Greenbelt at the time of 
registration. As before, the regis¬ 
tration deadline before a regular 
council election would be the fifth 
Monday before the election. 

The restriction that a register¬ 
ed voter can only sign the nom¬ 
inating petition of one candidate 


would be eliminated. As before, 
50 signatures would be required 
on a nominating petition. 

One change proposed is the dead¬ 
line for council candidates to sub¬ 
mit nominating petitions. The old 
deadline of the 5th Monday pre¬ 
ceding the election would be moved 
up to the 7th Monday. Nomina¬ 
tions would be accepted starting 
July 1. 

Council Election 

There would be no charge in the 
election of the five council mem¬ 
bers for 2-year terms. Such an 
election, as before, would be held 
the third Tuesday in September of 
odd-numbered years. Provision is 
made for changing that date so as 
not to conflict with a religious or 
other holiday. The new date, how¬ 
ever, must not be earlier than the 
third Tuesday in September nor 
later than September 30. 

As before, every voter would be 
permitted to vote for five candi¬ 
dates. Candidates must receive 40 
percent or more of the vote to be 
elected. If any of the five top 
vote-gatherers do not get 40 per¬ 
cent, a runoff election would be 
held a week later among twice as 
many unsuccessful candidates with 
the highest number of votes as 
there are vacancies. Provision is 
also made for a runoff election if 
there is a tie vote. 

The names of candidates on the 
ballot would be listed in the order 
determined by lot, rather than by 
alphabet, as previously. Provision 
is also made for distinguishing be¬ 
tween two candidates with similar 
names. 

Vacancies occur ing during a 
council’s term would be filled, as 
before, by a majority vote of the 
remaining council members. How¬ 
ever. if three or more vacancies 
occur at one time, the board of 
elections shall call a special elec¬ 
tion to fill the vacancies. 

The proposed charter change 
also includes provisions for placing 
referenda questions on ballot and 
for holding special elections. Ano¬ 
ther change prohibits the use of 
voter registration lists for com¬ 
mercial solicitation or other busi¬ 
ness purposes.

GHI did 
i >Se one law suit in the past de - 
ade that one to prevent the con¬ 
struction cf a senior high school 
m Parcel 2. I should have stated 
that Albert Ginsburg had not lost 
a suit in which he represented 
GHI since he became the corpora¬ 
tion's counsel more than 10 years 
ago. In the suit against the Board 
of Education, GHI was represented 
by special counsel. 

In fairness to the special coun¬ 
sel, he cautioned the board that 
the chances were better than even 
that the corporation would not be 
successful. Because GHI members 
had so much at stake, however, 
e.g. heavy school bused traffic on 
Ridge, Northway and possibly other 
narrow residential streets, the 
board was impelled to proceed. ]t 
lost the battle, but, in company 
with others, it won the war. The 
delay occasioned by the GHI suit 
made possible the appointment of 
new members to the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, re-examination of the school 
site decision and relocation of the 
site of what is now called Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Senior High School.

Perhaps, all this 
Etigation is a symptom of the state 
of affairs of this corporation, as 
long as board members, who serv¬ 
ed with you, are still in the driv¬ 
ers’ seats? 

Again you are off key on the Su¬ 
preme Court case. I did not say we 
were “government - subsidized.” 
Since we pay some $1200 annually 
for meetings and membership in 
this cooperative movement, we have 
a right to information on landmark 
cases like this. Lucky New York 
Co-op members! They are not only 
protected by special New York laws 
on cooperatives but they may be 
additionally under the protection of 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
misson. We are overdue here for 
state or Federal regulation!

Commenf on Police Needs 

To the Editor: 

Re the article “No Easy Solu¬ 
tion for Police Space Needs” in 
the Jan 16 News It view, I would 
like to comment on Mr. Gicse’s 
(pinion concerning drawbacks to 
the exodus of the police dept, 
from the Municipal Bldg. 

He feels that someone would be 
needed to “take charge” of the 
building at night and money put 
into the budget for this. Isn’t it 
the function of the police dept, to 
protect the community in general, 
including ALL public buildings, 
businesses and private homes 
within their jurisdictions? Why 
then should the Municipal Bldg, 
require a resident security guard 
service? City police routinely 
check all establishments, private 
and public, and could check this 
structure as well, without Having 
to dwell in it. Many establishments 
containing large sums of cash or 
other valuable property employ el¬ 
ectronics alarm systems which 
Hert the police of any attempt at 
illegal entry. Why does the city 
consider it essential to have 
someone constantly occupying an 
office building which contains no 
large sums of money and no pro¬ 
perty of any interest to a common 
thief? 

It should be noted that the indi¬ 
vidual oft n solely “in charge” of 
the Municipal Bldg, is the police 
dispatcher, merely civilian person¬ 
nel who can only aLrt the 
via radio, to any problem in the 
building that he/she becomes 
aware of. An electronics alarm sys- 
^m would be even more effective, 
it could “guard” all accesses to the 
building, which the dispatcher, 
limited to the radio room when 
alone, cannot do. 

It is doubtful the Municipal Bldg 
would become a special target for 
vandalism since most vandals are 
juveniles not interested in politics 
or city government. 

Again, why then, is it so im 
portant to Mr. Giese to have the 
police remain the same building 
with him? It is obviously not a 
personal interest in the city police, 
since until quite recently he has 
ignored their pleas for adequate 
facilities, even though the need is 
literally right under his nose! 

Any excuse of “funds not avail¬ 
able” is quite lame, as Mr. Giese 
seems able enough to find money 
for a variety of other projects less 
essential than an efficient police 
dept. Therefore it would appear* 
that there is no valid reason for 
confining our police to such inade¬ 
quate facilities. 

Let us look at some possible 
reasons that may be more honest 
but not publicized by the city gov¬ 
ernment. One is that the police 
officers are being utilized as a 
private messenger service for the 
city offices. Patrolmen are often 
required to hand carry corres¬ 
pondence from the city offices to 
various city connected organiza¬ 
tions. Additionally, all but one of 
our city council members expect 
their council packets delivered to 
them, by a police officer prompt¬ 
ly on Friday nights. I assume this 
is known as “CODE ZIP” (not to 
be confused with Zip Code). 

Another use for police depart¬ 
ment personnel is as an answering 
service for city office calls after 
4:30 p.m. and on weekends. Most 
residents are not aware that it 
is police personnel answering the 
phone on 474-8000 during this 
time, taking trash pick-up requests 
etc. long after the city manager, 
his staff and public works employ¬ 
ees have gone heme. This is known 
as “24 hour service to the public”, 
for which the city manager per¬ 
sonally gets the credit. 

Obviously the duties of the

It is worthy of note that the 
police dept, cannot refuse or even 
effectively object to these prac¬ 
tices, because Mr. Giese holds the 
title of “Director of Public Safety”, 
which gives him complete and di¬ 
rect control over all police per¬ 
sonnel. He has the power of ar¬ 
rest, the right to carry firearms, 
access to all police files and the 
power to give direct orders to po¬ 
lice officers. 

It is easy to see why our police 
department is in a bind for space 
and finances, when one individual 
has such rigid control over it, 
especially when that individual has 
no training in law enforcement 
and no practical knowledge of the 
needs of an effective police dept.

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Council Statement on Tax 
Differential Legislation 

The following council statement was delivered by Greenbelt 
Mayor Pro Tem Gil Weidenfeld at a public hearing on January 31, 
1975 conducted by the Prince Georges County delegation on tax 
legislation . 

In 1972, the Prince Georges county council enacted a bill providing for 
a tax credit to residents of municipalities who pay taxes to the county 
for services provided by the municipality. The bill was strongly suppor¬ 
ted by municipal residents. However, after vetoing one bill and then 
signing a second bill, the county executive refused to implement the tax 
differential legislation on the basis that the county had no legal authority 
to provide a tax differential. 

Subsequently, the executive budgeted a series of grants to the various 
municipalities. For one service, street lighting, the grant was for the 
entire municipal expense. For others the grant was for the municipal 
expense up to an amount not to exceed a per capita cost equal to that 
expended by the county. For some services rendered,, there were no 
grants. 

In the second year of the program, the current year, the executive 
revised the grant formula, reducing the sums payable to the municipal¬ 
ities. The new formula virtually eliminated tax differentials for many 
municipalities. Having second thoughts in an election year, the executive 
then instituted a “hold harmless” clause that assured each municipality 
of receiving the same as the previous year. 

Faced with reviewing a massive budget in a short time, and faced 
with numerous pressures for increased expenditures, but lower taxes, 
the county council found itself each year in a position of not being able 
to challenge the decisions of the executive on tax differential. The present 
program, therefore, is subject to the whims of the county executive. He 
may revise the formula for distribution, or cancel it out, as he pleases. 
Municipalities have no assurance as to what they can expcect as a credit 
from year to year. 

From Greenbelt’s viewpoint, the arbitrary actions of the county execu¬ 
tive are demonstrated by the fact that although Greenbelt provides one 
of the highest levels of service to the residents, and accordingly levies one 
of the highest tax rates in the county, three smaller municipalities receive 
larger tax rebates from the county. When computed on a dollar return 
per capita, 25 of the county's municipalities have benefited more than 
Greenbelt. 

The enactment of the proposed tax differential legislation will enable 
the county council to establish equitable controlling procedures for the 
determination of the credits for municipal residents. With such legisla¬ 
tion, the county executive will no longer be able to act in an arbitrary 
manner as was done in the past and may be done again sometime in the 
future. Law, instead of political expediency, will prevail. The local 
governments will know what they can count on at budget time. 

Why should there be tax differential? Here are some of the reasons 
Greenbelt residents believe it is essential. 

In addition to state shared revenues, a budget analysis two years ago 
indicated that a property tax rate of 15c was needed to support the city 
public works department. The situation is about the same today. 

The county collects leaves in unincorporated areas—but NOT in Green¬ 
belt; 

The county pays for street lights in unincorporated areas — but NOT in 
Greenbelt; 

The county plows snow in unincorporated areas—but NOT in Green¬ 
belt; 

The county puts up traffic signals and pays for traffic lights in unin¬ 
corporated areas—but NOT in Greenbelt; 

The county patches and resurfaces streets in unincorporated areas — 
but NOT in Greenbelt. 

In the last two annual reports of the county, a statement has appeared 
that the county provides police service to all areas except some munici¬ 
palities — ONE BEING GREENBELT, We agree. Greenbelt citizens pay 
more taxes to support the county police department which provides them 
with virtually no services than they pay to support their own full service 
police department. 

Much publicity has been given to the current fiscal plight of the county. 
Greenbelt has been in such a situation for several years. Our tax rate 
has been increased when the county rate has been kept the same. We 
have had to freeze employment and curtail expenditures for the past two 
years due to revenue shortfalls. The same problem exists this year. 

The citizens of Greenbelt will find it difficult to support new taxes to 
reduce the need to increase the county property tax rate, if the failure 
to aid municipalities at the same time results in the property tax being 
increased anyhow. Any comprehensive tax reform program must include 
assistance to municipalities. The tax differential bill is one of the impor 7 
tant ways to assure that new tax legislation aids all county residents. 


Immunization Check List 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department and the Coun¬ 
ty Medical Society are urging 
parents to make sure that all of 
their children are fully protected 
against childhood diseases. 

The recommended immunization 
series is as follows: 

Oral Polio Vaccine — Two doses 
are given during the first year of 
life, beginning at about two months 
of age. (Some physicians prefer to 
give three doses during this per¬ 
iod.) Another dose is recommend¬ 
ed at about 18 months of age, with 
the final dose given before enter¬ 
ing school. 

DTP — This combination vaccine 
for diphtheria, tetanus and per¬ 
tussis (whooping cough) should be 
given in a series of four doses be¬ 
ginning about two months of age. 
The first three doses are given at 
intervals of four to eight weeks 
and the fourth is given one year 
later (at 16 to 20 months of age.) 
Measles, mumps, rubella (German 
measles) — These shots can be 
given at one year of age, either as 
single injections or by using com¬ 
bination vaccines. (Mumps vaccine 
at present is available only through 
private physicians.) 

Prince Georges County Health 
Department is offering free im¬ 
munization programs at John 
Carroll Health Center, 773-0711; 
Paint Branch Health Center, 345- 
2050. 


Residents Reminded 
Of Dog Ordinance 

The police department reports 
that there has been an increase 
in the number of dogs running 
loose throughout Greenbelt. Some 
30 animal complaints were receiv¬ 
ed and investigated during the 
last two weeks. 

Dogs are required by ordinance 
to be confined to their owner’s 
premises except when under the 
immediate and effective control of 
a responsible person. Police offic¬ 
ials appeal to dog owners to adhere 
to the regulations in an attempt 
to reduce the number of injuries 
that persons may sustain from 
being bitten or knocked over by 
a dog. In addition, the department 
notes that dogs running loose can 
be “terribly frightening” to both 
children and adults. 

Dog owners are also reminded 
that dogs running at large may 
be brought to the pound, where 
they will be confined. An impound¬ 
ing fee of $5 must be paid before 
the animal will be released to the 
owner. Animals not reclaimed by 
their owners within three days of 
impoundment shall be released to 
the county animal shelter. Dogs 
must be licensed and, if not re¬ 
voked, the permit is good for one 
year from the date of issue. 


New 5-Year Tags 
For Automobiles 

The State Motor Vehicle Ad¬ 
ministration will begin mailing 
1975 license tag renewal applica¬ 
tions to Maryland's more than one 
and three-quarter million passen¬ 
ger car and motorcycle owners 
Friday, Feb. 14. Sales begin 
Feb, 18. 

This year new red-on-white 
tags are replacing the blue and 
white ones issued in 1970,” said 
Ejner J. Johnson, Motor Vehicle 
Administrator. “The new ones are 
also five-year plates, renewable 
annually by use of validation 
stickers.” 

The new tag format, according 
to Johnson, also includes a more 
up-to-date numbering system: 
three letters and three numbers 
for passenger cars instead of two 
letters and four numbers. 

Johnson emphasized that the 
changes in format will not affect 
the registration (tag) fees. New 
tags must be on by April 1.

Muoieipa! League 
Lists Reform Goals 

The Maryland Municipal League 
in a report entitled The Chal¬ 
lenge to Municipal Government 
calls upon the State and county 
governments in Maryland to adopt 
a package of governmental re¬ 
forms which will promote a more 
effective working relationship a- 
mong the three levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

Among the problems identified by 
the report are: (1) State restrictions 
prohibiting municipalities from 
broadening their revenue sources, 
(2) County taxation for services 
not received by municipal resi¬ 
dents, (3) A needless drift toward 
centralization when economies of 
scale are not present, (4) A mis¬ 
taken notion by State and county 
officials that each level of govern¬ 
ment should be assigned a particu¬ 
lar function and (5) A need for 
greater cooperation among all gov¬ 
ernments. 

The report recommends the fol¬ 
lowing reform package to remedy 
current municipal problems: (1) 
Increasing municipal access to the 
income tax, (2) Establishment of 
county tax differentials to remedy 
the current taxation for services 
not received by municipal resi¬ 
dents, (3) Provision of greater op¬ 
portunity to contract services from 
State and county agencies, (4) Or¬ 
ganization of advisory boards with¬ 
in each county for municipal and 
county officials, and (5) Creation 
of a State Commission on In¬ 
tergovernmental Relations to pro¬ 
vide a permanent mechanism for 
updating the system of state and 
local government in Maryland. 

Greenbelt is a member of the 
Maryland Municipal League, a 
non-profit, non-partisan federation 
representing 131 municipal govern¬ 
ments throughout Maryland. The 
League which is headquartered in 
Annapolis works to strengthen the 
role and capacity of municipal 
government through a program of 
services including onformation, re¬ 
search and legislation. 


WSSC Seeks Rate Hike 

A proposal to increase water and 
sewer rates by 31.5 percent begin¬ 
ning July 1 has been submitted by 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission to county offic¬ 
ials as part of the agency's bud¬ 
get request for the coming fiscal 
year. 

Increased operating costa to 
treat water and sewage were cited 
by commission officials as primary 
reasons for the desired increase, 
as well as the addition of some 
30 jobs primarily in the water and 
sewage treatment plant facilities. 

Under the proposal, the sewage 
usage charge would rise from 60 
cents per 1,000 gallons to 85 cents; 
the water usage charge would rise 
from 48 cents per 1,000 gallons to 
57 cents. The new combined rate 
would be $1.42, compared with the 
current $1.08.

County Considers Law 
On Disposable Bottles 

Legislation (CB-17) was recent¬ 
ly presented to the Prince Ge¬ 
orges county council by council¬ 
man Francis White requiring a 
five-cent refund on all disposable 
beverage containers sold in the 
county. The measure asks that 
all containers — including soda 
and beer bottles and cans, jars, 
etc. — be returnable to the re¬ 
tailer for a five-cent refund. 

Although manufacturers would 
still be allowed to produce throw 
away containers, any sold in 
Prince Georges county would have 
to be marked for sale only in the 
Washington metropolitan area and 
would have to specifv the five-cent 
feature. Every retailer and drink 
distributor would have to accept 
the containers from retailers who 
have given a refund. 

The City of Bowie enacted a 
ban on throwaway bottles and 
cans a few years ago, and the city 
of Greenbelt has also been con¬ 
sidering similar legislation. How¬ 
ever, the Bowie law was appeal¬ 
ed to the high courts and a de¬ 
cision has not been handed down 


as yet.
